II. My Second remark is, that the Queen notwithſtanding does not 
ſay. they ate to ſucceed to the Britiſh ſcepters by Hhereditary right (ſce- 
ing ſo many families or branches, and ſo many particular per ions of each, 
are in degrees of conſanguinity before em) but by vertue of Laws ratl- 
ty'd by her authority. or by parliamentary right ; comprebending chere- 
by ber own and the Acts of King WILLIAM for ſettling the new en- 
tail of the Crown, and for ſecuring the Succeſſion in the Proteſtant line. 
And moſt certainly the government both of England and Scotland, betore 
the Union, no leſs than at preſent, is, in its very fundamental conſtitu- 
tion, the medium between an abſolutely hereditary, ard an abſolutely 
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amble foregoing: and as others have taken the liberty to

My third remark is, that nothing can parallel the imprudence df 
thoſe who are ſuch tools to believe themſelves, or the impudence bf 
thoſe who are ſuch knaves as to make others believe, that the Queen er 
ber Miniſters have any manifeſt defigns, or ſecretreſerves in favour of the 
Pretender, which notion the Jacobites are indefatigably infuſeing every 
where. I hold it no wonder that Pa piſts ſhou'd do ſo, who think it law- 
ful for Princes to break their words and oaths for the ſervice of Mother 
Church; but that Proteſtants ſhou d be found, who are not onely ſhame- 
leſs enough to infinuate theſe things, but — ſhow their approba- 
tion of ſuch Politicks (which yet I propheſy will break ſome of their 
necks ) is horrible and aſtoniſhing beyond any expreſſion; eſpecially after

he's deſtin'd by her Majeſties own wiſhes (which are the words of the 
Preamble ) as well as by the Laws of the nation, How can any Tories 
then that propagate, or any Whigs that countenance, ſuch an abominable 
fiction (herein equally deluded by the Jacobites) reconcile it with the 
character of a Proteſtant Princeſs governing by Laws, to whoſe fincerity 
and plain dealing (among the crowd of her other conſpicuous vertues} = 
the high allies and all the world bear a particular teſtimony ? what a de- 
teſtable Idea wou'd they create, while they pretend to commend ? as un- 
fit (in ſhort ) to write, as to imagine.

| certainly at ſuch a jurQure as this ſecurely leave his coumry, not onely 
a8 he's a Soveraign Prince, but as the peace of Germany will very 
much depend upon the councils of the wiſeſt and richeſt , Prince of 
the Empire. Neither is it by farr ſo dangerous for the FleQoral Prince 
to venture abroad now, as when the Patent was penn'd; for from an one» 
ly fon he has ſince ſecur d the Succeſſion of his tamily with ſeveral brave 
_ © and healthy children, by one of the amiableſt Princeſſes in the world, 
The caſe of Queen ELIZABETH, fo frequent in che mouths of ſome 
well meaning people, is no manner of parallel: fince, in the fuſt place: 
uo Succeſſor was expreisly declar'd in her reign; and that, in the ſec 
i! place, MART Queen of Scots pretended a better and antecedent

Let no body miſtake this laſt expreſſion as a contradiQion to what I 
ſaid in the third remark : for I am ſtill moſt firmly of the fame opinion, 
mat the Succeſſion is ſo far from being in danger from the Queen or her 
- Miniſters, that I cou'd as ſoen believe em in a conſpiracy againft them- 
ſelves, as to be directly engag'd againſt the houſe of Hanover; yet I neither 
rhere nor any where elſe have ſaid, that the Succeſſion was in no danger 
from any other quarter. On the contrary I think it from my ſoul tobe 
infinitely -more in danger, ay in growing danger; than the Church cou'd 
ever be eonceiv'd to be by the I credulous, when of late fo much 
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. noiſe was ſeditiouſ]y rais'd on this ſubject by certain perſons, who are 
now quite mute about Popery zhd the Pretender. And therefore, if I
